fown of Bergen, leading to Boulus 
Hook mid established Ferries ovt*r the 
two small Rivers Passaiek and Hack' 
tngsa* k, w hich makes the Distance 
from Poll Jus Hook to New-Ark eight 
miles, and will be a level and good 
Road w hen the Cause ways are made." 
The road was first known as the 
Ferry road” because the Passaic and 
Hackensack were crossed on ferries. 
After the bridges were built and extra 
heavy planking was laid crosswise on 
the road the name by w hich the high­ 
way has been known for upward of a 
century and which now goes back into 
history was given to it 
The newr road cost $1,316,000. of 
which $500,(900 represents the cost of 
the bridges.
